chou, in coastal Kiangsu Province, 
and the Leichou peninsula of 
Kwangtung Province, just north 
of Hainan island. 

‘The sources here. some with 
links to the Peking government, 
suggested that Chinese efforts to 
recover from this summer's disas- 
trous earthquakes and guard 
against new ones, along with grief 
over Chairman Mao Tse-tung’s 
death and complications in handl- 
ing his remains, might delay any 
meeting of the Communist party's 
Central Committee to consider 
leadership shifts. 

Western analysts said that re- 
cent visitors to China have been 
giving them reports of new earth- 
quake warnings, but the travelers 
say they know nothing of the 
situation in the three areas men- 
tioned by the Hong Kong sources. 

‘Extra Precautions" 


“They are taking some extra 
Precautions,” said one analyst, 
“presumably to avoid what hap- 
pened in Tangshan,” the north 
China city reportedly left in 
shambles when an earthquake 
struck without warning on July 28.

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Hard Facts of the Campaign 


The media in the United States have 
been suffering lately—endeavoring to find 
significance in.a campaign that has thus 
far produced few highlights and much 
Dblandness. “Public-spirited citizens have 
been proclaiming that they would abstain 
from voting, charging that the peopie have 
been ignored in the sélection of candidates. 
And the latter have been struggling ἴὸ 
emerge from a mesh of words by presenting 
a melange of images.

And yet there is significance in the cur~ 
rent campaign.

The words and images do have 
Meaning and impact, however remote these 
may seem or be from the words of a Steven~ 
son or Kennedy, the image of an Eisenhower. 
President, Ford and Jimmy Carter, in their 
own way. represent what the people want— 
what they have always wanted after periods 
of effort and tension—rest and recuperation. 

This is a standard phenomenon in Amer- 
ican history. It was manifested after the 
Civil War and after World War L In the 
present case, the aftermath of World War II 
did not permit quite the same degree of 
relaxation quite so soon after the hostili- 
ties formally stopped, aithough there are 
some who would put the Eisenhower 
administration in that category. 

But this would ignore the: Dulles brand 
of crusading foreign policy, no less than the 
beginnings of the civil rights movement, 
when President Elsenhower backed a Su-

preme Court decision by sending troops to 
Little Rock The American people have 
borne—with varying degrees of success and 
some grim failures—- a heavy burden of 
responsibility since 1939. That burden 
remains. But the people would prefer not 
to be reminded of it quite so often as be- 
fore, and perhaps to be toid that it is not 


the Nixon administration. This, too, has its 
analogies in the postwar scandals of the 
Grant and Harding administrations, albeit 
there are many differences in detail and 
kind in all three. To have 2 president who 
may be uninspiring, but does project honesty, 
is something the American voter has sought 
under such circumstances. It is what he 
seeks today. 

For those who are aware of the grave 
questions that face the nation and the world, 
and who want them to be confronted, 
urgently and with the rhetoric and person- 
ality appropriate to the occasion, this consti- 
tutes a flight from reality. That may well 
be true—the kind of government and the 
kind of leadership (or lack of it) that 
prevaied in the late 1870s and in the 
1920s did cost the United States much. But 
a democracy must reflect the moods and 
capabilities of a people. They cannot be 
forced—if they have a democracy—into a 
sustained mood of idealistic toll and sacrifice, 
To ignore that is also to flee from the 
reality of popular will and mood. And that 
wil and mood constitute the most significant 
facts of the campaign of 1976. 


Finesse on Rhodesia 


It is an accepted tactic in diplomacy to 
Minimize or finesse differences between 
antagonists in the interest of getting a 
crucial negotiation off the ground. This 
ig obviously the kind of maneuver in which 
Britain and the United States are engaged, 
in their strenuous joint effort to keep nego- 
tiations for ἃ two-year transition from white 
to black rule in Rhodesia from collapsing 
before they have even begun. 

On the surface, the gulf between Prime 
Minister Ian Smith's white minority gov- 
ernment in Salisbury and the black Presi- 
dents of five nearby countries who support 
the black Rhodesian ‘nationalist movement 
is as wide as ever. Smith accepts the 
British-American two-year transition plan 
proposed by Secretary of State Kissinger. 
The black Presidents ostensibly reject those 
Proposals, saying they are “tantamount to 
fegalizing the colonialist and racist structure 
of power” in Rhodesia. 

But the United States and Britain wisely 
treat the Lusaka communiqué of the black 
leaders not as a setback but as an advance 
toward Rhodesian negotiations. The State 
Department insists that the five Presidents 


Danger to 


When scientists 2 few years ago put for- 
ward the theory that gases from aerosol 
Spray cans might increase skin cancers and 
seriously affect the earth’s climate, they 
triggered an expected degree of ridicule and 
the usual cries of “hysteria”. Now 8 panel 
of the National Academy of Sciences finds 
that these fiuorocarbon gases are in fact 
weakening the planet's ozone layer, threat- 
ening precisely the consequences predicted. 

The experts. who have been studying the 
problem at the request of perplexed federal 
agencies, recommend regulatory action with- 
in two years. The delay is not urged out 
of uncertainty as to whether a curb 15 


needed, but only to establish, if possible, the. 


exact extent of the danger to the earth's 
ogone shield and the degree to which use of 
these gases should be curtailed. At the end 
of that time, the panel’s chairman says, 
“even if we're still uncertain” on these 
points, “we'll recommend regulation.” 

The principle involved here has been well 
summarized by Dr. Russell W Peterson, re- 
tiring chairman of the President’s Council 
on Environmental Quality: “Chemicals are 
not innocent until proven guilty.” Even the 
cost-benefit ratio so often invoked by 
skeptics on environmental protection makes 
clear the case for reducing the upward flow 
of fiuorocarbons.

Washington and London are thus deliber- 
ately overlooking a wide range of matters

negotiation rather than armed confronta- 
tion.

The cost, for the most part, is the incon~ 
venience of finding safe and efficient sub- 
stitutes for deodorant and hair sprays, whose 
propellants account for more than half the 
worldwide use of the gases. The benefit is 
ἃ reduction in the very real danger that 
ultraviolet radiation wilt get through the 
ozone layer. weakened by components of the 
gas, In such increased volume as to heighten

This special committee of the academy 
called for regulatory action within a limited 
time; it did not recommend against some 
Kinds of action now. It urged immediate 
legislation, for example, to enable govern- 
ment to regulate fluorocarbon uses “selec- 
tively” at the appropriate moment and to re- 
quire the labeling of aeroso] cans so that 
consumers can stop sending the gases into 
the atmosphere right now if they wish. 

Congress shouid take quick action to con- 
centrate control over fluorocarbons in one 
agency, preferably the EPA, and the gov- 
ernment should move as quickly as possible 
toward an international convention on the 
subject. Production of these propellants is 
to more confined to a single country than 
the effects are confined to those that use
